IN CINCINNATI 
WITH DRY LAW 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 
That prohibition has not accomplished 
its purpose of decreasing crime and 
intoxication in the United States is 


the opinion of veteran police officers, 
speaking from personal observation, 
backed up by Cincinnati's official police 
department and Municipal court rec- 
ords., 

On the contrary, intoxication and 
crime are on the upward trend, they 
declare. 

A comparison of Cincinnati official 
records for 1921 with those of the year 
1920, the first year of prohibition, | 
shows that murders have almost 
trebled in number and that robberies 
have almost doubled. 

Figures compiled by police depart- 
ment clerks for Col. William Copelan, 
chief of police, complete up to yester- 
day morning, appear in the following 
table:

Probably, even if this decision (s maintained and 
acted upon by the Building Trades council, it will 
not entirely stop building here. Much of the néw 
construction now under way is being accomplished, 
we are informed, at varying scales of wages, mostly 
above the Landis scale. ‘If an owner or a con- 
tractor believes it to be profitable to build at the 
old scale of $1.25 an hour, and can get the money 
to finance the deal, he probably will build. Some 
are doing so. But they are doing so because they 
expect to be reimbursed from high rents. That is 
not a cheerful outiook for the domestic, ‘the busi- 


ness, or the industrial renter. 


Buildiig can proceedéunder such conditions, but 
it will proceed slowly. What Chicago needs is for 
building to proceed rapidly. That is much more 
likely of accomplishment. under the Landis award, 
if adhered to by the unions which pledged such 
adherence, than under a system which pays excess 
wages in the hope of being reimbursed out of excess 
rentals. 

The unions are making an error, we believe. 
Most of them submitted their. grievances to Judge 
Landis with a pledge to abide by his decision, know- 
ing that he was considered a liberal and the judicial 
personification of justice. He arranged a new scale 
and eliminated restrictive rules after weeks of care- 
ful study. The men were disappointed and resent- 


ful of reductions, but most of them went back to 


work as they had promised. The result was the 
start ofa building boom. Then the carpenters, who 
had not submitted to the arbitration, kicked over 
the’traces. Now they have induced the other 
unions to break faith in order to protect the car- 
penters and other, holdouts. If they do so they are 
cutting themselves out of jobs, keeping up rents, 
reducing demand for the products of other labor, 
keeping new industry out of Chicago, and other- 
wise injuring themselves and the city. 

It probably means a fight. Even if construction 
is not stopped, it will be slowed down, and what is 
done will be at high cost. When demand for high 
priced buildings slackens the men will all be out 
of work. It would be much more to their advan- 
tage, and much mote indicative of common sense 
on their part, if they‘ kept at work regardless of 
wage scales. The law of supply and demand would 
then solve their difficulties. Contractors would pay 
any premium within reason to get good workmen 


‘on the job if there was a real building boom. -But 


neither contractors nor owners will pay any rate, 
high or low, Which makes the construction of a 
building a certain loss. 

If we have this fight, there will be numerous 
losers. One will be the union men thrown out of 
work by strikes or by cessation of building due to 
high costs. One will be the public, which must 
ontinue to pay high or higker. rents. One will! be 
the general public, which will lose through the gen- 
eral depression which such a situation will work in 
Chicago. The only person who will not lose greatly 
18 the very person against whom the building trades 
ire acting—the man with money which he might 
put into a building here but which he would just 
1s willingly put into a building in Detroit, or a 
ylock of steel stock, or Liberty bonds. A fight will 
drive such money out of Chicago, and it will not 
come back to give jobs to the men who have treated 
it sa rudely.

The island of Santo Domingo was discovered by 
Columbus before the discovery of the mainland of 
America. It was then inhabited by an Indian 
people like that of the mainland. This people was 


wiped out by the whites in warfare and their places

In the eighteenth cent 
“Ouverture, led a temporac..y successful revolt, 
later a black republic succeeded in establishing 
itself and has continued to the present time. 

Theorists and idealist advocates of independence, 
self-determination, race equality, etc. have little 
respect for the lessons of history, but men and 
women who respect them would do well to ponder 
the fact that the people of Santo Domingo have had 
independence and as free access to the resources 
of- civilization for a century at least as any other 
American people. 

The result of a century of self-rule is an island 
without the first essential of civilized economic so- 
clety—means of communication. The Dominicans 
nave not even built a main road across the island. 
Chey are about 98 per cent illiterate. Their pre- 
ended republic has been a series of dictatorships, 
nitigated by frequent revolutions. Their ruling

The 
treaties negotiated at Paris were fundamentally 
contrary to our wise tradition, and we trust Euro- 
pean governments which look to America for aid 
now realize that these treaties must be drastically 
altered or replaced by agreements more consistent 
with a peaceful reconstruction of Europe if 
America is to contribute from its resources, 

What America sees now more clearly than in 
1919—for then it was instinct and our sense of self- 
preservation which moved us to refuse to ander- 
write the Paris treaties—ig that Eurape cannot be 


saved from economic ruin or rapid decay save by 
a pooling of resources, based not on the power of 
any group to impose its will, but on a common un- 
derstanding and a sincere will to keep the peace. 
The treaties of Paris ignored the economic coérdi- 
nation essential to maximum production and ex- 
change, and European revival is dependent upon 
these. The treaties, inspired by political and mili- 
tary theory, cut rutfilessly and, as events since 
have demonstrated, destructively across economic. 
boundaries and dismembered economic units. This 
wrong headed surgery must be undone so far as 
possible and European reconstruction must be 
taken up on the basis®#f essential economic com- 
bination.’ In the largest view Europe may be said 
to be an economic unit. At any rate its restoration 
will have tO be sought on lines of codperation for 
economic efficiency. Resources of coal and iron 
must not for political reasons be cut off from in- 
dustries which need them. Agricultural products 
must not be barred from necessary markets by bar- 
riers erected on political consideration. Trade and 
transportation must be relieved from the paralyz- 
ing harness of short sighted national egotisms. 
We recognize that all this involves an almost 


superhuman resistance to age old fears, rancors, 
Yet it must be In great degree ac- 


complished: if Europe is to return to the plane of | 


production and efficiency on :which it must estab- 
lish itself unless it is to enter upon a serious de- 
cline. The European peoplés have reached the 
issue expressed by an American statesman of the 
revolution. They must hang together or they will 
hang separately. : 

If they prefer the latter alternative, America 
does not propose to join them on the gibbet they 
will have built for themselves.

Spend half hour with hot water, 
soap, and scrubbing brush, scrubbing off 
all scabs and opening up all scratch

Wright, Ia., Dec. 27.—The present strin- 
gency is due to excess of farm products, 
grains, wool, meats, cotton, and so on 
through the list. Low prices are inevita- 
ble. Add to this situation a good average 
farm output next season and general 
conditions for these commodities will be 
worse rather than better. 


The @armer, as a rule, does not need 
more credit or opportinity to borrow 
more money. The particular thing he 
needs is a reasonably profitable price for 
farm products—cost of production plus a 
fair margin. This accomplished and the 
prosperity of all industries will have ar- 
rived, The farmer will then have money 
without the necessity of borrowing more, 
factories will be running full time. 
Numerous ways are suggested for re- 
ducing the farm products surplusage— 
even to the extent of using corn for fuel. 
Every proposal tlus far, however, has 
this fatal weakness: The farm products 
are still with us to ruin present prices 
and to compete with future crops. 
European countries are seriously short 
of these farm products. These European 
countries owe United States an enormous 
war debt. ; 

In view of this combination of circum- 
stances we do now recommend the Iowa 
resolutions:

A strange and winning combination 
of unassuming simplicity and artistic 
high tension is this man.

| off a music stand at the end of one 
group and you felt that if he had 
wanted the position of the Piano | 
changed he would have changed it him- | 
self, with just as much ease and 162 
as little fuss. 

His voice is a smooth, floating one, 
more baritone than bass in quality, 
something of the same character as 
that of Georges Baklanoff. It is not a 
large voice, as voices go—I have heard 
many louder sounds come from the 
Auditorium stage. But every tone in it 
fairly pulsates with vitality. His soft- 
est note carried itself all over the big 
theater with a softness that was en- 
ergy throttled down and not at all 
weakened. 

As for his songs, probably no one on 
earth could have sung so many in so 
nearly the same mood without boring 
his hearers. 

And every song was a miniature 
drama, colored and intensified in its 
utterance, illustrated and pointed with 
a slight gesture of the hand. 

A great man, Chaliapin, make no 
mistake about that!
